Feet of Birds 
Generally Related to the Length of 
Their Necks 


The foot of a bird shares with 
wing the dutles of locomotion, 
with highly developed wings have 

oor feet. The swallow, an ae 

ird, is an example, The chimn 
ewift has a tiny foot, but enormous 
developed wings, and if placed on a 
flat surface is unable to support. It- 
self, All aquatic and terrestrial birds 
have excellent developed feet, The 
loon is so thoroughly aquatic that it 
cannot walk on land without the sup- 
port of its breast and wings. ‘The sea 
snipe has a foot especially fitted for 
swimming, and can be found a_ few 
hundred miles off the Atlantic coast 
in flocks of hundreds of thousands, 
perfectly at home in the water. 

The foot is generally related to the 
length of the neck. The flamingo 
wades out into the water, and is able 
{to duck its head and secure its food 
with the aid of its particularly con- 
structed neck. In securing prey the 
foot also-plays an important part. 
The great horned owl and the duck 
hawk have enormous grasping power 
in their claws. In our grouse or 
partridge a horney, fringe-like growth 
appears on the toes late in the fall, 
serving as a sort of snow shoe during 
the winter, by which the bird is. en- 
abled to walk on the surface of the 
snow. This growth is shed in the 
spring.

Conserving Typewriters 


Shortage Would Be a Very Serious 
Matter 


England is suffering from one in- 
jconvenience of war which we have 
hitherto escaped. That is a shortage 
of typewriters, Here there are ma- 
chines enough, though many of those 
|who operate them may be drawn in- 
to other occupations. There the 
British typewriter manufacturers can 
do no more than supply the govern- 
ment, and importations from America 
and from Germany are alike cut off, 
if for different reasons. Since the ma- 
chine is largely an American product, 
and a large number of those sold in 
| England have been made by Ameri- 
}can concerns, on cither side of the 
water, it is clear that the shortage 
|must be verv serious. A correspond- 
ent of the New York Tribune says 
that “machines which ordinarily 
entitled to old age pensions are be- 
ing collected and overhauled, inject- 
ed with a_vitalizing serum and sold 
for more than the price they brought 
in their prime.” ‘The kind of work 
they do and the effect upon their_us- 
ers may be left to the imagination, 
Nor is there any prospect of relief 
while the war lasts. 

Should not Americans take warning 
in time and conserye their machines? 
The enormous bulk of typewritten 
matter that comes from Washington 
suggests a heavy draft upon the 
source of supply. ‘The stoutest keys 
cannot stand hammering forever, Be- 
sides, who can estimate the compara- 
tive wear upon the machine of dif- 
ferent types of copy? Inanimate ob- 
jects often display a quality akin to 
temperament. Ships and locomotives 
are familiar examples. The user of a 
typewriter finds no other machine 
quite as responsive as his own, It is 
quite credible that keys which have

Wood Substitute for Cotton 


Of Great Advantage in Present Emer- 
gency 


A paper mill at Neenah, Wis., is 
making a product which is likely to 
prove of advantage in the present 
emergency, It is a substitute for 
absorbent cotton, made from ground 
wood, It is being turned out at the 
rate of three or four tons a day, and 
advantages are claimed for it, in the 
fact that it can be applied directly 
to open wounds, and also the cheap- 
ness with which it can be manufac- 
tured and sold. It appears in the form 
in which cotton batting is usually 
produced, except that the ground 
wood is spun or rolled out upon the 
machines, in the form of sheets of 
the purest white, of gossamer thin- 
ness and of such lightness in pro- 
portion to its bulk that four thous- 
and pounds can be loaded in the or- 
dinary freight car, Layer upon layer 
of these sheets are placed one upon 
the other, simulating very closely the 
appearance of the cotton product.

Novel Target Employed by Gunners 

In practicing aerial gunnery, cadets 
at one of the flying schools direct 
streams of bullets at an unusual 
ground target while manouvering in 
the upper atmosphere. It is a water 
target of the shape and general size 
of an aeroplane, and is built within 
a limestone circle. The splashing of 
the water indicates to the gunner 
that he is hitting the mark.

White Foxes Plentiful Along Arctié 
Coast 


Officers of the R. N. W. M. P, at 
Herschell Island and Fort McPher- 
son, report that white foxes were 
plentiful along the coast last winter, 
and large numbers of pelts have 
been taken by the natives. 

In the delta also a good catch of 
fur is reported, In the vicinity of 
Fort McPherson foxes and marten 
were the principal furs caught in any 
quantity. 

Competition by American traders 
has enhanced the prices of furs. 
Caribou have been plentiful, thus pro- 
viding food for the natives, Trad- 
ers from Fort Yukon and elsewhere 
bought furs last winter for cash, 
These men were paying big priccs 
for pelts and a large quantity of fur 
was taken by them to United States 
territory.

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Doesn’t Pay This Time | 
War Is Worst Kind of Bad Business 

; _For the Kaiser 

One’of the sayings of the kaiser 
that found much favor with his de- 
luded people was this: “Manufactur- 
ing pays 5 per. cent; international 
trade, 15 per cent., but war pays 1,- 
000 per cent.” 

He was spetking of*previous wars 
when he said that, and holding out 
hopes congerning this one. . 

In former wars against Atistria, 
Denmark, and France, the Prussian 
militarists: got xesults which enabled 
them to talk to business men about 
war as the biggest of all business 
enterprises. There were provinces 
and seaports, rivers, canals, mines 
and ore deposits to be annexed; there 
were rich territories to be looted and 
great war indemnities to be levied. 
The whole thing was so simple that 
even the stupidest German could 
understand it. War paid against the 
Da=m, Austrians, and. French, and it 
was t necessary to be ready, strong 
and ruthless, and on a much larger 
scale it could be made‘to pay cnor- 


mously. So at it they went. ; 
It isn’t going to pay this time. 
That is one thing that the world 


means to make sure of—that this 
war does not pay Prussia and Ger- 
many, that it has not been good 
business, but bad, disastrous  busi- 
ness, and a class of undertaking nev- 
er again to be thought of as a means 
of profit and advantage. The Prus- 
sian big business method has got to 
be discredited in Prussia. 

It is not enough, therefore, for 
the Huns to get out of France and 
-vaeate and restore Belgium. They, 


wa 
pay” at the expense of Russia, They 
have got to come out of this war 
knowing that war doesn’t pay, but is 
the worst kind of bad business ever 
attempted. Talk is of no use in this 
matter. They have got to be shown 
that war is a thing out of which they 
emerge very bad losers, Then they 
will settle down to.a new way of 
thinking. 
Russia’s Industrial Losses 

A Reuter’s message from Pctro- 
grad says the commisarriat of com- 
merce has issucd a summary of what 
Russia has lost by the peace treaty 
of Brest-Litovsk. The losses speci- 
fied arc: Seventy-three per cent. of 
the total iron production; 39 per cent. 
of the total coal production; 268 sug- 
ar refineries; 918 cloth factories; 574 
brewewes; 173 tobacco factories; 1,- 
685 rit distilleries; 244 chemical 
factories; 615 paper factories; 1,073 
machine factories; 21,530 kilometers 
of railways (one-third of all the rail- 
ways of Russia); 56 million, or 32 per 
cent. of the whole population, and 
780,000 square kilometers of territory.

The following is an extract from 


a letter home from a young naval 
officer whose boat put imto port at 
Bizcrta: s - 

*There is an atthosphere of sad- 


ness overhanging this place, for it is 
one of the havens of refuge thrown 
open by France to — the stricken 
Serbs. So here they are trying to 
salve the remnant of a nation, and 
Serb soldiers are everywhere, It is 
to work amongst them that Mr. Mau- 
rice Wilson is here, and I was for 
tunate in being able to find him with- 


out much trouble, He represents in 
Bizerta the British Serbian relief 
fund, and has a staff of five ladies 


including his sister and two gentle- 
men working with him. 1 need 
hardly say that we were greatly de- 
lighted to mect one another on this 
foreign strand and exchange our ex- 
periences. 

“He showed me some of the val- 
uable work being done amongst wr 
brave Serbs. We went about 10 a, 
m. to a large building, formerly a 
barracks, occupied by Serbs in all 
stages of convalescence, some almost 
well again, some in process of heal- 
ing, some minus a limb or an eye, 
l some permanently injured by shell 
shock or the ravages of typhus. Men 
of all ages and types. Bost were 
peasants, but here and there others 


were pointed out to me who had 
once been  schoolmasters, artists, 
lawyers, now they were without 


home and putting up a brave fight 
j against unkind fate. A Serbian 
schoolmaster told me (in .French) 
‘that he had taught 85 of his com- 
patriots to read and write since com- 
ing there. A pitiful spectacle was 
pointed out to me in a dothering fig- 
(ure, the victim of epilepsy. He had 
once been a professor in a Serb uni- 
versity. Here one sees what war 
really means. 

“After the tragic retreat from Ser- 
bia the remnants of a once — splendid 
jarmy were plucked from utter des- 
\truction and hastily dumped on this 
alien soil. Alas! many—how many 
the end of the war will show—were 
so stricken after their terrible priva- 
tions that they died thick and fast, 
,and now lie buried in this foreign 
land, 

“But those who survived the ter- 
rible ordeal, yielded to the care of 
doctors and nurses, many are perma- 
|nently maimed or stricken—and it is 
to these that Dr. Wilson and_ his 
‘staff have come with willing and de- 
termined hands to teach them what 
trades and handicrafts are miost suit- 
ed to their case.

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Try Potato Bread 


Wheat Flour by Increased Use 
of Potatoes 


'Save 
' 


| Every household where home-made 
|bread is baked can save wheat flour 
|by an increased use of potatoes in 
Ithe bread and still have a most ap- 
|petizing loaf. Save the left-over po- 
tatoes from noon dinner, including 
ithe water in which they were boiled— 
lunless it happens that you have boil- 
jed them with the jackets on. In this 
jcase it is better to use fresh water. 
Mash the potatoes thoroughly while 
they are still warm and freshly cook- 
ed, add a small quantity of lukewarm 
water in_which the yeast has been 
dissolved with the required amount 
Jof salt and set aside until next morn- 
ing, tlhien mix into a stiff dough in 
the ordinary way. Set aside again 
to prove, and when light knead down 
once; then let the dough rise until 
jlight and mould into- loaves, Put 
into the pans. Let the loaves rise 
again until light, Bake in a moder 
ate oven, 

You can use potatoes up to 50 per 
cent, of the total amount of dough 
required but when a large proportion 
of potatoes is used the dough must 
be very much stiffer accordingly.

The pilots and observers of all the 
various squadrons are tuned up to 
correct pitch, and rival each other 
in keenness, for they realize to the 
full that on the success of their ef- 
forts now, depends very largely the 
price to be paid by the glorious Brit- 
ish infantry for holding the line, 

From dawn till dark, the fighting 
patrols fly out, some escorting re- 
connaissance and photographic ma- 
chines on their work far over the 
lines, whilst others have assigned 
to them the pleasing work of clear- 
ing the air of any German machines 
that would cross the lines and ob- 
serve the British dispositions, 

Reconnaissance machines are con- 
Stantly arriving back at their aero- 
dromes throowbhout the day, report- 
ing the activity observed on roads 
and railways, and massing of troops, 
the development of dumps and rail- 
way sidings, new gun positions, the 
birth of new aerodromes, and in fact 
any change observed in the scene be- 
low on the enemy side of the lines. 
Some changes apparently trivial in 
themselves, may prove of the utmost 
importance when studied in the light 
of all the differently acquired kinds 
of information in possession of the 
headquarters staff. 

Thousands of photographs are 
taken daily, and as soon as a photo- 
graphic machine arrives back the 
plates are rushed to the developing 
sheds, and prints go racing off on 
motor cycles to headquarters. These 
photographs, studied microscopitally 
with previous ones, give marvellous- 
ly meticulous records of every alter- 
ution or addition to the scene on the 
other side. They disprove mistaken 
assumptions and confirm suspicions 
which could not otherwise be acted 
on, 

The R.A.F. pilots carry on cease- 
less artillery observation, and by 
their aid, our batteries are registered 
on to every conceivable target that 
will hamper the Germans, when fire 
is brought to bear upon them at the 
opening of the offensive. Such tar- 
gets include all main roads, railway 
junctions, rail heads, dumps, com- 
strong points 


munication 
and hostile batteries. 

Tons of bombs are dropped daily 
upon a variety of targets, such as 
railways, dumps, acrodromes, trans- 
port of every description and upon 
any concentration of troops. When 
darkness at last sets in the night 
bombers carry on the work, drop- 
ping their bombs from extremely low 
altitudes, whenever these are calcu- 
lated to upset the German plans, par- 
ticularly upon billets and camps; for 
there is nothing more certain to 
harass and weaken troops than con- 
tinually bombing them night after 
night, and thus preventing them 
from getting much needed sleep. and 
rest. 

Apart from this, the British night 
raids, and especially those over Ger- 


trenches, 


man soil, very directly affect all 
German offensive plans and opera 
tions by disorganizing their  sup- 


plies at the sources from which they 
are drawn. These ' raids not only 
affect serious destruction of war ma- 


terial, but they delay and impede 
the work of production, and of 
transport from production § centres.
